In the Fifth District, where there 
was the biggest fight, Represonta- 
tive James Strong carried eight of 
the ten counties, and has a majority 
of 3500. 

In every city where there were 
railroad shops the vete was almost 
solidly against Allen, Curtis and 
the members of Congress. 

. Allen has carried every county in 
the State, apparentiy, except Craw- 
ford, ia the coal fields, which he 
host by the narrow margin of 100. 

The Socialists have cast only a 
nominal vote for their own ticket, 
the members of the party going in- 
to the primaries claiming to be Re- 
publicans in order to vote against 
Alien. 

In many precincts in union-labor 
centers so many former Democrats 
and Socialists voted the Republican 
ticket that the polling places ran 
out of ballots, although the law re- 
quires twice the number of ballots 
for each precinct that were cast at 
the last general election. 

The farmer vote in the State was 
almost solidly for Allen, and the 
present members of Congress. The 
farmers understood the issue, and 
voted against the radicals. In many 
vrecincts in the country Allen ran 
twenty-one and up to fifty to one 
against his opponent, who posed as 
a farmer, and claimed to be the 
farmer candidate. 

’ The result is taken to mean the 
indorsement of Gov.

In answering a number of in- 
quiries how a Republican should

I was one of a small group who, 
im 1916, began the m ent in 
this country for a League of Na- 
tions and the participation of the 
United States therein. I became 
president of the League to Enforce 
Peace, which was the form the 
movement took. 

I wag active in spfeading the 
propaganda and urging that, as the 
leading and most powerful nation 
in the world, it was our duty to 
unite with otehr nations to prevent 
war. 

When Mr. Wilson brought to this 
country the League covenant as re- 
ported to the Paris conference, I 
urged on the same platform with 
him that we jein the League. I 
thereafter recommended amend- 
ments, some of which were adopted 
into ite final form. Had I been in 
the Senate I would have voted for 
the League and treaty as submitted: 
and I advocated its ratification ac- 
cordingly. 

T did not think, and do not now 
think, that anything in the League 
covenant as sent to the Senate 
would violate the Constitution of 
the United States or would involve 
us In wars which t would not be 
to the highgst interest of the world 
and this country to suppress by unit- 
versal boycott and, if need be, by 
military force. 

I consider that the moral effect 
of Article X on predatory nations 
would restrain them from war. as 
the declaration of the Monroe Doc-

Give Verdict on Wilson’s Lea 


TAFT TELLS WHY AN ADVOCATE OF THE LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS SHOULD VOTE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


BY WILIJAM HOWARD TAFT. 


Thirty-three votes will de- 
feat the League. Mr. Wilson re- 
fused to accept ratification with 
reservation as to Article X, and de- 
feated the League. 

The Democratic platform and Mr. 
Cox insist that the League is value- 
less without Article X, and pledge 
a continuance of Mr. Wilson's 
policy. While I recognize the im- 
portance of that article I believe it 
to be blindly foolish to sacrifice the 
league for it. Without it the 
League will still be the greatest step 
forward in recorded history toward 
effecting permanent peace. 

The League to Enforce Peace and 
many Democrats urged Mr. Wilson 
to accept the resegyations and en- 
ter the League: but he refused. He 
has thus delibeately forced this is- 
sue as to Article X into the elec- 
tion, al@fhouch itt is mathematically 
demonstrabie that the only ratifica- 
tion he or Mr. Cox seeks is impos- 
possible. Mr. Cox's, proposed res- 
ervations are merely Weclaratory of 
what the most cxtreme supporters 
of the League admit to be its neces- 
sary construction. Of course, Mr. 
Wllso has no objection to these. 
They do not change or qualify Arti- 
elé X at all. 

Why. then, should I vote for Mr. 
Cox, when he is pledged to that to 
which I am utterly opposed? What 
difference does it make that as an 
abstract question I favor the same 
form of League which he does, 
when, in fact, he proposes to pre- 
vent the only form of League which 
can possibly be ratified and one of 
inestimable va ue to the world? 

But tt is urged upon me that in

ceptance, there is no chance that 
Republican success will bring the

I do not conceal deep digappoint- 
ment that Mn Harding by his pre- 
liminary declarations since the con- 
vention and by his acceptance:

way: first, by joint resolution of 
Congress, and second, by a new pro- 
posal for a vaguely described asso- 
clation of nations.

It discourages an important element 
of the Republican party strongly in 
faver of the League, who would 
have given the zeal of a moral ts- 
sue to the Republican campaign. 

It will leave feluctant In. the 
Democratic column many independ- 
ent voters who would have other- 
wise have left their party.

Harding's proposals are likely to 
prove impracticable because of the 
doubtful attitude of Germany, and 
that of the present members of the 
League, and also because of the op- 
position of enough Democrats to 
bleck a new treaty.

But some will say that Gov. Cox 
will come to the Lodge reservations. 
How could I vote for him on the 
theory that he will violate his pledge 
to Mr. Wilson, to the Democratic 
convention, and to the country? Why 
should I leave the Republican party 
to follow an hypothesis of that sort? 

If one’s vote is to be a vote of 
confidence or a want of it for the 
past, the case is no better for a 
Republican's voting the Democratic 
ticket. Mr. Wilson had two oppor- 
tunities to lead this nation into the 
League. In his obdurate rule-or- 
ruin policy he refused to make rea- 
sonable concessions to the Senate, 
a co-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment, in performing a joint consti- 
tutional function, and destroyed the 
League.

What the farmer cannot get 
through his head is why high prices 
and shoddy goods should travel with 
a collapsed market for wool. 

As one gossips with them they 
talk a blue streak about wool. Also 
sugar. But they don't seem to be 
interested in the League of Nations. 

Out in the tall and wncut sugar 
and woo! are going to be stronger 
factors next November than the 
League. 

NO LABOR SCARCITY. 

Through this region there is no 
farm labor scarcity. Around Aber- 
deen the farmers have by a sort of 
common consent fixed upon 50 cents 
an hour for labor as against 70 
cents and 80 cents in Kansas. 

A daily wage of $5 seems to be 
the usual mark, which is two or 
three dollars below the pay in some 
other places. 

In some cities, such as Brookings, 
employment offices have been trying 
to get jobs for men instead of men 
for jobs. 

As to the crops, the section of 
which Aberdeen is a gateway and 
outlet, looks for the fattest yield in 
years. 

Harvesting is starting up in earn- 
est and in gome places they are 
threshing. 

Some experts say the possible 
damage from black rust has been 
exaggerated. The corn is coming 
along strong, rather short in stature, 
but reported a bear-cat. which will 
help a lot in cattle raising. 

TOO MUCH WATER. 


But in the eastern section the 
continued rainfall has cut down the 
acreage and prospects. From Brook- 
ings to Redfield by way of Des 
Moines and Huron, a distance of 
ninety miles, the tourist passes much 
land still under water.

Destroyers Ordered to Pre- 
vent Cable Landing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Five de- 
stroyers are patrolling the entrance 
to the Miami (Fla.) Harbor, under 
orders from President Wilson, to 
prevent, by force if necessary, the 
landing of a cable the Western Un- 
fon Telegraph Company is having 
laid from Barbadoes, a British pos- 
seasion in the West Indies.

JUDGE WELLER SAYS STATUE

A tribute to Gen. Harrison Gray 
Otis, under whom he served both as 


newaboy and soldier, and a warning 

net the supplanting of representa- 
tive government by direct govern- 
ment unless the individual citizens 
are roused to take such interest that 
they will be capable of properly gov- 
erning themselves, were the features 
of an eloquent address made by 
Judge Dana R. Weller, Past Grand 
Master of the Masons of California, 
at a meeting of The Times Masonic 
Club at 118 South Broadway last 
night. following the club's monthly 
dinner at Delmonico’s.

“When I looked at the Otis monu- 
ment,” said Judge Weller, “it re- 
minded me why monuments are 
erected in our country. It was not 
because he was editor of a great 
newspaper or because he had served 
his country in two wars, but because 
of the character of the man. It was 
because of what he had done in the 
community in which he lived and his 
steadfastness in always doing what he 
thought right. The man never lived 
who was more sificere in all he did 
and said.” 

Judge Weller recalled that Gen. 
Otis sometimes was called a calamity 
howler, and asserted that this coun- 
try needs calamity howlers who wil! 
wake us up to ite dangers. He said 
he believed this the 
best government on earth, - 
resentative government ifs the cae 
form possible, ag the country is too 
big and its people and interests too 
varied for direct government. He 
cited two instances to show how 
direct government had worked harm- 
fully. A statute to permit bucket- 
shop gambling could never get past 
the Legislature, he said, though there 
had been some pretty poor la- 
tures. But by initiative petition the 

ple, not understanding it, had 
Soon hoodwinked into permitting 
bucket shops. In the city of Los 
Angeles, he said, slaughter house 
mon lies had been established in 
the old Seventh and Eighth wards 
by initiative petition which could not 
have been worked past a City Coun- 
cll. He asserted that only about 10 
per cent of efficiency is exerted either 
by citigens in their part in govern- 
mental affairs or by members of or- 
ganizations in organization affairs. 

“Tt ie all right to demand direct 
legisiation if the citizens inform 
themselves on the matters they vote 
on.” he sald, “but if we sent a 
legislator to Sacramento who didn't 
know more than 75 per cent of the 
voters do about the legisiation we 
will vote on at the coming election 
we'd want to recall him.’

So 
it can readily be seen that a seal 
may not only cause the fisherman 
losses running into hundreds of dol- 
lars, but cause him to lose his catch 
and days of time repairing his neta. 
With gasoline and supplies so high 
and help at the prices now demanded 
in the fishing industry ft is easy to 
see that the market fisherman must 
be given some consideration or one 
of the principal industries and 
sollrrces of food of the Southland 
will be driven out.

CHEAP LEMONS AND 
CO-OPERATION. 


BY MYRA NYE. 

Have you a little lemon tree in 
your yard? Cut. it out. Big or lit- 
tie, it ig not worth its shade or lem- 
onade. 

Yesterday we received the re 
turns from the’ crop of one lemon 
tree: Exactly 56 cents, with cost for 
picking, 85 cents; for hauling, 60 
cents; for packing and shipping. 
$1.50. Now, that does not include 
the cost of water, the labor of irri- 
gation, the fumigation nor the dozen 
or More miscellaneous expenses that 
ere connected with citrus fruit grow- 
ing. This is only one concrete lit- 
tle example of what is happening to 
lemon growers everywhere in Cali- 
fornia on a larger scale, now that 
European lemons are flooding the 
New York market under the pres- 
ent administration's policy of tariff 
for revenue only. 

At the Friday Morning Club John 
Collier, who is this summer giving 
@ course of lectures for the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, told of 
thg wonderful cooperative system 
practiced in Pngland whereby the 
laborer shares in the profits of the 
land and the workingman in the 
profits of the shop owner, It was 
suggested, not by Mr. Collier, but 
at the lunch table afterward, that 
such a plan might be fine for Cell- 
fornia. I cannot see it that way. 
It may be the Golden Rule in En- 
giand, finely altruistic and yet prac- 
ticable, but bere im California it 
would be the Golden Rule set with 
rubles and diamonds for the worker 
on thé ranch. 

It was also said from that pilat- 
form that the question of tariff for 
protection was an old-fashioned one 
concerning us not at all today. It 
is the most up-to-date policy I know 


of to a lemon grower. For my 


Democrat friend, who last winter 
bought a lemon ranch, I have the 
utmost sympathy. How he can vote 
the Democratic ticket in November 
is one of the mysteries of the ages 
to me.

At Christmas, the coun- 
cil. was able to distribute, with the 
aid of the Mayor's fund and the 
City Council's appropriation, baskets 
of food to 1401 families and to send 
sixty crates of clothing, toys and food 
to institutions, of a total value of 
$35,000. 

The department of home gardens 
established eighty centers and dis- 
fributed 65,000 packages of seeds and 
2,500,000 vegetable piants. overn- 
ment food sales were ucted 
through twenty-seven centers. Two 
ear loads of bacon an@ many parcels 
post consignments of canned goods 
were sold.
